HAEVESTING KICE IX TEXAS. 


the crop. But this trusting to the un- 
certainties of the weather did not pay, 
and about 1803 it was found necessary 
to resort to irrigation, which really 
murks the beginning of the rice in- 
dustry in this state in its present form 
und vast proportions. 


iu the old days rice was grown in 


the Texas marshes, as it still is in 
(Georgia and the Carolina.", the seed be- 
ing planted-in ponds and morasses and 
the -water being drawn 
off several 


times during the,grow-in? season. But 
nor.- the method of growing rice is en- 
tirely different, and contrary to the 
idea that most people have the land 
suitable for cultivation is not marsh, 
but 
comparatively 
high 
and 
well 


drained. 
The most important factor 


is its irrigation, which is done , by 
means of canals and'patr.ps. 


In ihe first "placfv companies are or- 


ganized to.build the/<?auals and put in 
the pumping machinery, and this ne- 
cessitates an outlay "f .?50.000 to ?30O,- 
000, 
according to Hie amount of land 


to be irrigated. Rice canals are con- 
structed by buildinsr two parallel levees 
over the prairie, MO feet apart and 
varying from time to time eight feet in 
height. 


Tue levees of the main canal begin 


on the banks of some inexhaustible, 
stream, at which point an immense 
pumping plant is located. 


Aftet preparing the soil by plowing 


and harrow-ing, the planting is done in 
April and May, and the rice is allowed 
to become six or eight inches high be- 
fore the irrigation begins. Then the 
pumps are started, and a regular 
stream is sent boiling and foaming 
through the streets, filling them bank 
full. The floodgates to the lateral ca- 
nals are then opened, and the whole 
intersected country is submerged to a 
depth of nt least three inches and is 
kept so flooded for a period of about 
sev.-uty days. 


At the end of this time the water is 


drawn off and harvesting is begun as 
soon as the fields dry sufficiently to 
permit the harvester 1o enter, which is 
from ten to fifteen days. The rice self 
biiK:or is identical with other grain har- 
vesters, save that it is stronger and 
heavier and has broad wheels to pre- 
vent cutting into the soft earth. The 
machinery is nerr s<arily very strong, 
as the rice straw is larger and the 
yield of grain greater than wheat or 
other grains. 


After standing about twenty days 


after shocking the thrashing takes 
place, and there i< very little differ- 
out" between the Crashing of rice and 
wheat, and the charges per bushel arc 
pni'-tically the sar;i\ The rice is sacked 
at the machine.

full of the martial spirit. 
In Newark 


it permeated even the boys,

fathers were at the front, bravely fight- 
ing the country's battles, and they be- 
came imbued with tie desire to dis-1 
tinguis'h themselves on the bloody bat-' 
tie 
fields. 
One 
of the 'boys, little j 


Johnny Clem, then a tiny lad of ten 
years, and seeming only six or seven.! 
did elude the vigilance of his parents 
and get into the army, where he be- 
came distinguished, and now occupies 
tlie proud position of Colonel. T.he rest 
of the Newark boys, however, were 
neither quite so fortunate nor quite so' 
venturesome, and they were compelled 


do what little fighting they did at 


home. 
Accordingly they 
organized 


themselves into two military compan- 
ies, between which the spirit of a fierce j 
rivalry existed. 
A hundred.'boys or 


so south of the canal—the canal at 
that time "being the Mason and Dixon 
line of Newark—were organized into 
a company of fierce fighters that were ' 
euphoniously*dubbed, in -a spirit of 
derision, "The Raging Tadpoles." The 
boys north of the canal, more especial- 
ly in the northwest part of the town, | 
were organized into a company called, 
"The 'Raging Tigers."

ed by the esprit de corps, t^""'- clisin-. 
clination for drill or discipline and

Their equipments and accoutrements 
were not extensive, being limited to a ( 
snare drum and fife or two on each 
=:i(le, a law ifeatherg and sashes worn' 
by the officers, and each captain had a' 
sword. The rest of the arm? and mu-1 
nitions were only such as nature fur-1

supplemented by sticks and 


stones. 
While the area of the town 


seemed larger in taise days than at 
present (there 
being not so many

Many meetings were held 
on 


both sides, ominous of the approach- 
ing storm, threats of defiance were 
bandied back and forth between the 
two 
companies. 
Members of 
each 


company seemed to be thirsting tot 
each other's gore, and at last a formal 
challenge was isued by one company 
to meet the other in battle array. The 
challenge was accepted, and the place 
selected was the school house com- 
mons then comprising several acres 
west of tie present Central building, 
on West Church street, and the time 
set was the early evening of a pleasant 
summer day. 
The coming battle was 


the town talk, and when the rival com- 
panies appeared 
on 
the scene, one 


from the south and one from the north 
they found a great crowd of witnesses 
assembled to greet them. Undismayed 
by the crowd of spectators, the battle 
line was formed and bugles sounded 
and the command to charge was given. 
Then ensued a sudden and unexpected 
event, wholly 
unanticipated by the 


youthful 
combatants." The various 


mothers, father, guardians and elder 
brothers of the young warriors execut- 
ed a flank movement upon them, tak- 
ing- largs numbers prisoners of war, 
and when 'the smoke lifted from its 
unexpected onslaught, the ranks on 
both sides were so terribly decimated 
that it was determined to postpone the 
battle till some more auspicious occa- 
sion. 
Each side claimed a victory, 


and loud 
were the boasts of what 


would have occurred if so and so had 
not happened. Then the "Raging Tad-

NEW HOTEL 


Old Germania Built 63 Yearrf 
Ago- 


Stairway a Perfect Spiral—Floors 


Handsomely Inlaid. 


A historical landmark, the old Ger- 


mania Hot3l, on the southeast corner 
of Second and FranKlin streets, which 
has ?o long been the property of Mr. 
A. Ssiler, is being removed to make 
room for .the fine new modern hotel, 
which Mr. Seller i.> going to build. The 
old Germania was erected sixty-tin ee 
years ago by Mr. David Fisher, who 
was an uncle of Mr. Cha=. C. Metz, the 
well known meat dealer of this city, 
and HI way considered at that time one 
of the hrest buildings in Newark. Mr. 
Fisher ordered all the hardware for 
the building from Germany, and the 
materials were of the bsst, many of 
the timbers being o'f solid black wal- 


nut. 
Mr. Eichner, who was a brother 


of Mrs. Fisher, was a very skillful 
cabinet maker, and he constructed ithe 
floor of blocks of different kinds of 
wood, handsomely inlaid. No carpets 
were intended to be used over tbsse 
floors, only rugs. The stairway wa.3 
a perfect spiral and the Pteps were all 
finely 
finished. 
Mr. Levi Ferguson, 


the well known builder and contractor, 
saps 'that such stairways are not now 
constructed by hand. A family legend 
is to tho effect that Mr*. Fisher v;i;ed 
to make the boys tak; off 'their boots 
when they went i'2 their 
beautiful 


stairs.

SUDDEN DEATH. 


It Is Usually the Result of Lous Xeg- 


lect to Exerci.se. 


In almost every daily paper are to be 


seen several announcements that some- 
body has died suddenly. These sudden 
deaths are more liable to be men than 
women. Mr. So-aud-so fell dead on the 
street or in his office while writing let- 
ters or preparing a sermon or. doing 
something or other. "Found Dead In 
His Room'' is becoming a very com- 
mon headline. These deaths are hard- 
ly ever accounted for. Generally some- 
thing is said about the heart — some 
vague insinuation that the heart was 
not acting in a proper manner—but. as. 
a rule, no explanation which is really 
rational is furnished. 


It is a well known fact that tbe heart 


is a muscle. If the muscles of the body 
are allowed to become flabby, the heart 
also becomes flabby. A flabby heart 
may be trusted to pump the blood 
through the system ordinarily, but a 
sudden fright or emergency, a sudden 
expenditure of energy, as in running 
up steps or any other unusual exercise, 
is liable to overpower the heart. It 
suddenly stops, and the man falls dead. 


Tobacco tends to produce a flabby 


heart; whisky* tends to produce -en- 
largement of the heart; lazy, indolent 
habits weaken the heart and thin the 
ventricles. That man who indites edi- 
torials, dictates letters, but takes no 
muscular exercise, is in danger of fall- 
iug dead. The life insurance man bet- 
ter steer clear of iim. It is of vastly 
more importance to know what his hab- 
its are with reference to physical exer- 
cise than to know whether his grand- 
mother died of heart disease or his 
grandfather had rheumatism. The doc- 
tor might a great deal better interview 
his wife and discover how the man be- 
haves himself than to examine the 
blood fot microbes or the urine for 
urate crystals. 


If a man must be strenuous, let him 


be strenuous all round. He should take 
a little strenuous physical exercise ev- 
ery day as well as strenuous mental 
work. It is even dangerous to neglect 
to take daily physical exercise. Fatty 
degeneration is killing more men. today 
than is smallpox.—Medical Talk.
